BEGIN SUMMARY: AT 7 JANUARY MEETING, NPG STAFF GROUP (SG) 
CONTINUED DISCUSSION OF STUDY OF IMPLICATIONS OF NEW WEAPONS 
TECHNOLOGY. ITALY CONFIRMED EARLIER INEORMAL INDICATION 
THAT IT WISHES TO PARTICIPATE IN STUDY. TURKEY WISHES TO 
PARTICIPATE. DENMARK DID NOT HAVE INSTRUCTIONS, BUT EXPECTS 
TO BE ABLE TO GIVE ITS VIEWS THIS WEEK. SG WILL DISCUSS 
LEADERSHIP AND OTHER ORGANIZATIONAL ASPECTS OF STUDY *T 14 
JANUARY SG MEETING. ACTION REQUESTED: WASHINGTON VPWS ON 
LEADERSHIP OF STUDY AND, IF POSSIBLE, PRELIMINARY COMMENTS ON 
ORGANIZATION AND CONDUCT OF STUDY, FOR U.S. REP TO PRESENT 
AT 14 JANUARY SG MEETING. END SUMMARY. 

1. AT 7 JANUARY MEETING, NPG STAEF GROUP (SG) CONTINUED DIS- 
CUSSION OF ARRANGEMENTS FOR PREPARATION OF NPG STUDY ON 
IMPLIATIONS OF NEW WEAPONS TECHNOLOGY. ITALY CONFIRMED ITS 
EARLIER INFORMAL INDICATION THAT IT WISHES TO PARTICIPATE IN 
STUDY. TURKEY WISHES TO PARTICIPATE. DANISH REP, NOTING 
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THAT COUNTRIES WERE ASKED TO INDICATE BY 7 JANUARY WHETHER 
THEY WISH TO PARTICIPATE, SAID THAT HE DID NOT YET HAVE 
INSTRUCTIONS. HE SAID HE EXPECTED TO RECEIVE THEM WITHIN 
THE NEXT SEVERAL DAYS. SG AGREED TO RELAX DEADLINE A FEW 
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DAYS FOR DANMARK. SUMMARY: COUNTRIES THAT WISH TO PARTICI- 
PATE-U.S., UK, ERG, CANADA, NETHERLANDS, ITALY, TURKEY, 

BELGIUM. COUNTRIES THAT DO NOT WISH TO PARTICIPATE-GREECE, 

NORWAY, AND PORTUGAL. (WE ASSUME PORTUGAL DOES NOT WISH TO 
PARTICIPATE SINCE IT DID NOT INDICATE ITS VIEWS AT 7 JANUARY 
SG MEETING.) FINAL SG MEMBER, DENMARK, SHOULD INDICATE ITS 
WISHES THIS WEEK. 

2. SG CHAIRMAN (SEIM) SAID THAT SINCE COUNTRIES HAVE NOW HAD 
OPPORTUNITY TO EXPRESS WISHES ON PARTICIPATION, SG SHOULD 
TURN ATTENTION TO QUESTION OE LEADERSHIP AND OTHER ORGANI- 
ZATIONAL ASPECTS OE STUDY. HE ASKED WHETHER U.S.HAD ANY- 
THING TO SAY IN THIS CONNECTION, PARTICULARLY IN LIGHT OP 
APPARENT DESIRE BY INTERESTED COUNTRIES FOR U.S. TO TAKE 
LEAD IN STUDY. U.S. REP (WOODWORTH) SAID 

THAT NOW THAT COUNTRIES HAVE HAD AN OPPORTUNITY TO EXPRESS 
THEIR INTEREST IN PARTICIPATION, WE NOW HAD THE BASIS POR 
WORKING OUT LEADERSHIP ARRANGEMENTS. HE SAID HE WOULD UNDER- 
TAKE TO OBTAIN WASHINGTON VIEWS POR NEXT SG MEETING ON 14 
JANUARY. CANADIAN REP (BECKETT) REPEATED VIEW OP HIS 
AUTHORITIES THAT U.S. SHOULD LEAD STUDY. 

3. MISSION COMMENT: OTHER COUNTRIES ARE LOOKING TO U.S. 

TO TAKE LEAD IN THE STUDY. WE BELIEVE U.S. SHOULD ASSUME 
LEADERSHIP SINCE WE POSSESS BULK OP EXPERTISE IN THIS AREA 
AND ARE IN THE BEST POSITION TO PROVIDE OVER-ALL DIRECTION 
AND CONTROL OP THE EFPORT. WE HAVE NO INDICATIONS FROM UK, 

FRG, OR OTHER COUNTRIES THAT THEY WOULD FAVOR A CO-LEADERSHIP 
ARRANGEMENT. NOW THAT WE HAVE AN ESSENTIALLY COMPLETE 
PICTURE OP THE LEVEL OP INTEREST IN PARTICIPATION, WE NEED ALSO TO 
DEVELOP U.S. VIEWS ON ORGANIZATION AND CONDUCT OP STUDY. WE 
RELIEVE WE SHOULD CIRCULATE U.S. VIEWS AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

IN VIEW OP THE LARGE NUMBERS OP PARTICIPANTS, IT WOULD APPEAR 

THAT SOME PORM OP STEERING GROUPAVORKING GROUP/ARRANGEMENT SHOULD 

BE CONSIDERED. AT 14 JANUARY SG MEETING, IT WOULD BE DESIRABLE, IP 

POSSIBLE,POR U.S. REP TO BE ABLE TO MAKE SOME PRELIMINARY 

COMMENTS ON ORGANIZATION AND CONDUCT OF THE STUDY, IN ADDI- 
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TION TO INDICATING U.S. WILLINGNESS TO LEAD STUDY. 

ACTION REQUESTED: WASHINGTON VIEW ON LEADERSHIP OP NEW 
TECHNOLOGY STUDY AND, IP POSSIBLE, PRELIMINARY COMMENTS ON 
ORGANIZATION AND CONDUCT OP STUDY, FOR U.S. REP TO PRESENT 
AT 14 JANUARY SG MEETING.
